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DETAILED ACTION 

The following action is in response to the election received August 8, 2005. 

Claims 9-28 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on August 8, 2005. 

The following is a first action on the merits of claims 1-8 and 29 as amended in 
the preliminary amendment received June 23, 2005 and identified by applicants as 
readable on the elected species. 

Substitute Specification 

The substitute specification filed June 23, 2005 has been approved for entry. 

Priority 

Acknowledgment is made of applicants claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 119(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 
09/592,485, filed on June 8, 2000. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to by the Draftsperson for the reasons set forth on the 
attached Form PTO-948. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
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replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention. In line 3 of claim 7, "the material matching" lacks an 

antecedent basis and the intended meaning of the term is not clear. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-3, 5 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Scheck(DE 41 20 617). Scheck discloses a displacement device including a drive 
element 4, and output element 5, and a load torque lock 6 mounted between the drive 
element and the output element. The load torque lock includes rigid locking elements 
61 , 62. A play compensating device 7 compensates a torsional play between the drive 
element , output element and the load torque lock and is located between the output 
element and the load torque lock. The load torque lock has two locking elements 61 , 62 
mounted in displacement housing 1 and have opposing expanding faces between which 
is mounted the play compensating device 7. The locking elements are biased against a 
play compensating direction. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Scheck(DE 41 20 617) in view of Verderber('066). In Scheck the play compensating 
device is not "connected to a spring" as called for in this claim since it is itself a spring. 
In Verderber, however, provides a separate play compensating device 20 connected to 
springs 21 , 22. In Scheck it would have been obvious to similarly interpose an element 
between the output element and the spring, the motivation being to prevent wear on the 
spring. 

Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 
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A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321(c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application. See 37 CFR 1.130(b). 

Effective January 1 , 1994, a registered attorney or agent of record may sign a 
terminal disclaimer. A terminal disclaimer signed by the assignee must fully comply with 
37 CFR 3.73(b). 

Claims 6 and 7, insofar as definite, are rejected under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable overclaims 1-7 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,702,089. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are 
not patentably distinct from each other because they each call for the drive element, 
output element, load moment (torque) lock, and the play compensating device with 
wedge faces. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Otani et al.('027), Underhill('475), Greene('282), Jacoponi('098), 
Watanabe('101), Schumann('312), Schuhmann et al.(DE 198 07 790), Engels(DE 34 
15 692), Helbig et al.(EP 0 751 030), and Lang(EP 0 908 349) were cited in the parent 
application and are hereby made of record in this continuation application.
